OIL TO PBEVENT SHIPWRECK.

Since the loss of the City of Columbus 


I have watched with keenest interest to 
see if any of our Creator small city dailies 
would recommend anything which might 
prevent or diminish the loss of life in 
future collisions with the land.

yesterday was a single word said about 
'pouring oil upon troubled waters," when 
the Sun, ahead of all its Eastern contem- 


oraries, shone out brightly with the sug- 
estion that oil might be efficacious in 
smoothing a ruffled and angry sea. 


As I have made the subject of oiling 


the waves a life study, I beg you will 
;ive space in your columns for the fullow- 
ng bold assertion, viz., that if the City 
of Columbus had broken in the head of a 
cask of oil, at the time she struck, and 
emptied it overboard to windward, every 
soul on board would have been saved. In 
order to prove that I know whereof I 
ipeak, I will relate a little practical ex- 
jerience. 
A few years ago I was in a 


vessel (loaded with guano from Callao, 
Peru.) which was running before a living 
jule of wind off Cape Horn in the dead 
)f winter, about the 4th of July. You 
<now, in that region it is summer now. 
To use a poetical figure of speech, the 
seas were "running mountains high" and 
our ship was in danger of founderiug 
from the tons of water which were being 
dashed upon her decks with all the force 
old Nick Neptune, I should say, could 
command. Our Captain, becoming very 
uneasy about his ship, concluded, as a 
last resort, to try the experiment of 
stilling the waves with oil. Procuring 
some of the cook's "duff" bags, he filled 
them with common lamp oil, and, after 
puncturing small boles in the canvas oil- 
ers, threw them over the stern with lines 
attached. 


No sooner had the oleaginous fluid 


commenced to leak than the sea ceased 
to boil and rage, just as though it had 
been beaten down by a heavy shower of 
rain or hail, and io a most miraculous 
manner lamp oil became the antidote to 
turmoil. 


The safety of the ship being now se- 


cured, she glided safely and swiftly 
through the trackless ocean without, re- 
ceiving the slightest damage thereafter.

another direction the next day. The road 
to San Pedro and Wilmington runs due 
south from the city 
The first six miles 


passes through a continuation of orango 
proves and vineyards with here and there 
large groves of the Eucalyptus trees, (a 
native of Australia) a timber being ex- 
tensively planted for ormment and fuel, 
the tree is as rapid a grower as the cot- 
lonwood, is an evergreen with long, broad 
leaves, and it is claimed that its growth 
in a locality where miasma is prevalent 
will so neutralize the poisonous gases as 
to make the air healthy. Being a native 
of tbe tropics it will not thrive in a cold 
climate. Just cost of Florence, six miles 
from the city, is Nadean's vineyaid which 
consists of over 1,500 acres in one solid 
set of vines. Just beyond Florence tbe 


Uttt comnieiites wnnni is some 


ten or twelve miles in width. 
Artesian 


wells flow freely anywhere in this low 
country which, 100 years ago was more 
or less covered with water, but now is 
excellent farming land, except certain 
spots that are too strongly of an alkaline 
nature. 
It is a section that is especially 


adapted to the growth of alfalfa, barley, 
lumpkins and hogs. 
Deciduous fruit 


orchards abound and thrive in excellent 
order, but for citrous fruits, such as cr- 
inges, lemons and limes the locality is 
too frosty. Beyond this low lying section 
we enter a grazing region and notice but 
ittle of interest until Wilmington is 
reached, which is located on San Pedro 
Jay, and is the shipping point for Los 
AngelosCity and the surrounding country. 
Hie bay is a fine on« and with the break- 
nater and other works constructed by the 
Tederal Government makes it available 
for the largest crafts engaged in com- 
niercfl on the seas to enter. An immense 
lumber trade is carried on between this 
port 
and 
Northern California, from 


whence conies the redwood lumber so ex- 
tensively used in this southern country. 


Taking a horse car we soon reach 


Willmore City, three miles from Wil- 
mington. Here are the American Col- 
ony lands and settlement, and Willmore 
which is their town, is beautifully situated 
on the Mesa, fronting on San Pedro Bay. 
The beach is a lovely one, on which a 
pavilion and bath house have been erected 
and surf bathing is indulged in during all 
seasons of the year. San Pedro bay, 
Wilmington and Willmore city aro 23 
miles from Los Angeles, to which point 
we return in the evening, 


Next we take a"tfip over the same road 


from the city as far as Florence, where a 
junction is formed with the road running 
to Santr, Ana, which branch we take and 
soon arrive at Downey, a thriving town 12 
miles from Las Angelas. It is in the cen- 
tre of Los Nietos. valley, noted for its corn, 
barley, alfalfa, beans, pumpkins and de- 
ciduous fruits. 
We have seen the crop 


of pumpkins Co immense that the ground 
seemed to be almost entirely covered 
with them., Movable fences are used to 
cut off a portion of tlie pumpkin field into 
a convenient lot for hogs to roam in, and 
then, daily, enough of the pumpkins are 
cut open for the hogs io feed upon. 'In 
this way there is no trouble in feeding 


the crop. It is a novel sight to see hui; 
dreds of hogs moving about in one c 
those pumpkin fields. Barley crops ar 
"hogged oft" in the same way. Whe 
small grain is fed to hogs, from tiie gran 
ary, it is placed in a hopper from whence 
as it is rooted from a small aperture a 
the bottom, tbehogsfeed themselveswit 
grunted satisfaction and endorsement o 
the invention, which, strange to say, i 
not patented. 


Five miles further southeast is Nor 


walk, near which are some noted sulphu 
springs that are much visited. \ chocs 
factory also, is in opeiation at Uiis point 
A few miles further on and we «ome U 
Anaheim, probably tbe oldest colony in 
this region of country, having beet 
founded in 1857 by a company of thir'y 
Gernian-s. 
Before their coming, where 


this thriving town, fertile farms and vine 
yards now nre, was an uninviting, almos 
barren desert. 
A large canal «as con 


structed, and the water brought fron 
the Santa Ana river ; since then a won- 
derful transformation has taken place 
orclmids, vinejards and immense orange 


roves abound. 
Land here, as in other 


laces in Southern California, has gone up 


to almost fabulous prices. 
.Not far from 


Anaheim is located the ostrich farm, of 
vhich so much has been said and written. 
No great success has yet attended the 
enterprise, though much money has been 
expended by the projectors. The "birds1 


stand six feet high, or more, when erect, 
and can kick almost equal to a tame 
mile. 
Their feathers are plucked twice 


year, and sent to the San Francisco

705 miles each hour. 
He finds it proba- 


ble that a great wave moving from east 
to west traveled more that 82,200 miles 
before its extinction, making the com* 
pletu circuit of the cartli three and one- 
fourtl) times. Tlie sea waves resulting 
from this volcanic outburst were propa- 
gated to distant parts of the globe at 
rates reported as varying from 878 miles 
to 480 miles an hour. 


Liquified carbonic acid is coming into 


use- in Europe for a variety of purposes.

$1 15 was the average wages of the me- 
clnnio nnd luborcr. 
The l.ibnr tlmt re- 


ceives $1 15 per day here in Free Trade 
England is paid from 50 to 621 cents, 
less than one half, or, as Sir Edw.urd Sulli- 
van has recently pointed out, in Ireland 
is rapidly settling down to 25 cents per 
day. 
A min with 024 c.ents per day in- 


come in England has, after buying the 
commonest food (no meat but bacon) and 
paying one-sixth of his earnings for a 
hovel to live in, about 20 cents a week 
left to expend for other things. 
It is a 


mntter of supreme indifference to him 
w h i t the price of imvthing out food and 
beer is, foi he bujs but little else. 
To 


say that 51 will go in England as far as 
$2 here in purchasing the necessities of 
life (which is all the 62J cent per day 
laborer gets) is absolutely untrue—a dol- 
lar will, in fact, buy more here than 
there. Docs "A Mechanic" know that 
the United States is to-day the cheapest 
•narkct in the world for the necessities 
of civilized life. 
To study this question 


intelligently it should be borne in mind 
that the largest proportion of wages of a 
man receiving the lowest rate of pay, 
either in this or any other country, goes 
for food. 
Relatively speaking, he saves 


enough on the cost of food to make up 
for the difference of rent. Cotton goods 
are cheaper here, tbe common grades of 
woolen goods as cheap and far better in 
quality, boots and shoes and furniture 
cheaper. 
Referring to the savings of 


skilled mechanics here and in England— 
thu American 
mechanics saves dollars 


where the English mechanic saves six- 
pences. The laborer in England looks 
forward with complacency to the work- 
house as bis future borne, as his right.

NEW YORK, Aug. 11,1860. 


DEAR Silt: I exceedingly rogret jour 


absence Irom New York at this time, as 
the important object of my visit is to 
have a personal ind confidential interview 
with you. 


My apology j'ur this breach of conven- 


tional usage, in presuming to address you 
without the formality of an introduction, 
may be pardont d in consequence of the 
very cxtraordim ry nature of the business 


hich induced me to approach you with- 
nt the friendly intervention of a third 
nrty. 
Indeed, it would not only have 


ecu unwise, but actually dangerous, for 
10 to have even borne a letter of intro- 
uction. 


Having assumed the whole rcsponsi- 
ility of this very critical step, I cannot 
se too much caution and circumspection 
o insure my personal safety and the suc- 
cssful accomplishmnnt of the mission I 
ave in view. Therefore, I prefer trust- 
ig my own jndgment in approaching a 
rntecl stranger on such business to that 
f bringing into my service the scrawls 
f governors or members of Congress with 
horn, perhaps, you areas little acquaint- 
d as myself. 


The official confidence which your Gov-

On Saturday morn- 
ing a bob-sled, fourteen feet long, was 
started from the top of the Mil loaded 
with thirteen passengers a'l young men. 
The sled had not proceeded more than a 
few hundred yards on its journey of half 
a mile, when the velocity became so great 
that all the pedestrians stopped to watch 
its flight. Wnen half the distance had 
been traversed, every passenger lost his 
hat and they were all seen to lean their 
heads forward, unable to draw their 
breath. The man steering lost control 
of the sled as the velocity was so great 
that he could not see Where he was going. 
A young worn in crossing the road was 
struck with terrific force and thrown at 
least twenty feet through the air. A 
heavy market basket she carried, pro- 
tected her paitially from the blow, and 
she fell into an immense pile of snow. 
Her body was terribly bruised and cut, 
and one of h ;r legs was broken.

sled continued on its mud race for about 
two hundred jards, when it dashed into a 
heavy oaken hitching post.

WILLIAM MEREDITH DECLARED SANE. 


—In the lunacy case of William Meredith, 


udge Fell, of Philadelphia, delivered his 
large to the jury defining the law of lu- 
acy. The jury rendered a verdict for 
ie defendant, thus ostablishing Mere- 
ith's sanity. The defendant, Meredith, 
the son of the distinguished jurist and 
abinet officer, William M. Meredith, 
he proceedings were begun at the in- 
atice of some of his relatives, and bore 
3011 the possession and right of disposi- 
on of his property. It was shown ou 
ie trial that Mr. Meredith had been 
onfined in an asylum in England ; that 
o was subject to hallucinations; that 
ubsequently he was confined in the Penn- 
•Ivania Hospital for the insane, and that 
sheriffs jury had found him insane. On 


the other hand !t was shown that he was 
possessed of great intellectual ability; 
had been carefully educated, and that all 
his powers were clear and forcible, except 
on the single point that he believed him- 
self the object of some secret and myste- 
rious persecution.

of geology at the Philadelphia Academy 
of Natural Sciences, paid a visit to Phoe- 
nixville to examine the fossils found in 
the tuunel.
